Public Works Board Allows 
Funds For Sea Coast Defense 


As a result of determined representa- 
tions made by General MacArthur, the 
Public Works Board has allotted $4,000,- 
000 for the improvement of the defenses 
of the Panama Canal and $2,000,000 for 
the defenses of Hawaii. The expenditures 
will enable completion of the seacoast 
and harbor defense programs for these 
possessions. 

The Board has been asked to give ad- 
ditional sums for the harbor defenses of 
Continental United States. General Mac- 
Arthur requested a total of $17,000,000 
for such defenses at home and in the 
dependencies. The matter is not vet 
ended, and it may be some concessions 
later will be granted. 

During the course of the discussion in 
connection with the Army housing pro- 
gram of $134,000,000, Secretary Ickes 
stated that the President has under con- 
sideration regroupment of the Army, 
and that consequently any housing allot- 
ment was inadvisable at this time. Gen- 
eral MacArthur at once pointed out that 
in any regroupment that might be or- 
dered, a number of the important posts 
and stations were certain of retention.

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Long Awaited Naval 
Building Goes Forward 


The Naval construction program, 
important in the part it will play in up- 
building the Fleet towards the limits 
fixed by the Treaty of London, is at last 
under way. Bids were opened on Wed- 
nesday for the construction of 21 ves- 
sels by private firms, 16 from funds al- 
located under the authority of the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Act and 5 
from funds from current appropriations. 
A careful study of the bids is now in 
progress. Upon the recommendations 
made the awards will be announced. 

The ceremonies in connection with the 
opening of the bids were colorful. Pre- 
siding was the Secretary of the Navy, 
and witnessing the slitting of the sealed 
envelopes and hearing the bids read 
were Adm. William H. Standley, Chief 
of Naval Operations, Rear Adm. Orin G. 
Murfin, Judge Advocate General of the 
Navy, Rear Adm. 8S. M. Robinson, Chief 
of the Bureau of Engineering, Rear Adm. 
Emory Land, Chief of the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair, a number of 
other naval officers and representatives 
of the bidding firms. Bids were sub- 
mitted by twelve shipbuilding firms for 
the construction of one or more of the 
vessels in the various classes, some on a 
fixed price basis and others subject to

adjustment on aé_é definite basis for 
changes in labor and material costs. In 


some instances bid prices were accom- 
panied by conditions which may make 
them unacceptable. 

The bidding firms were especially han- 
dicapped in the preparation of their fig- 
ues by the expectation of increased 
prices of labor and materials as a result 
of the Government’s Industrial Recovery 
drive. and also by the new conditions 
fixed in the shipbuilding code which was 
approved this week by the President. 
That code establishes a maximum work 
week of 32 hours for labor engaged in 


naval building, whether in government 
or private yards. Minimum wage rates 
are established under the code at 35 


cents an hour in the South and 45 cents 
an hour in the North. Some firms were 
in favor of a cost plus contract, but the 
evils of this system are being avoided 
by the proposal to make adjustments as 
changes in labor and material costs 
occur 

Construction of additional vessels in 
the several navyyards will be announced 
later. It is assumed that the yards will 
be requested to submit estimates, and it 
will be interesting to compare them with 
the bids presented by private companies.

Replacement of Regular Army officers 
on duty with the CCC by Reserve officers 
in order that the Service School system 
and training of civilian components may 
continue was ordered by the War De- 
partment this week. 

Instructions going out to all Corps 
Areas direct that all new and old stu- 
dents and instructors at General and 
Special Service Schools on duty at CCC 
camps and elsewhere than at the school, 
report there on Sept. 1. Exception is 
made in the case of the Medical Depart- 
ment which will suspend all schooling 
except the postgraduate course at the 
Army Medical School and the _ basic 
course at the Army Medical Field Ser- 
vice School “unless it be shown that such 
courses can be conducted without the de- 
tail of additional commissioned person- 
nel.” Refresher Courses at all Service 
Schools are suspended during period 
CCC is maintained in 1934 it is stated. 

Officers assigned to duty with the 
ROTC who are now on duty elsewhere 
will report to their proper stations on 
Sept. 1. In the case of officers assigned 
to Organized Reserves and National 
Guard units, they are to report to their 
proper stations on Oct. 1, with authority 
being granted to Corps Area Comman- 
ders to delay their relief from Civilian 
Conservation Corps duty when necessary.

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The Nation’s Press Comments on Matters of Interest to Army and Navy 


The following editorials of interest to the services have appeared in various 
newspapers during the past few days: 

Under the heading “Benning’s Appreciation” the following appeared in a recent 
issue of the Columbus, Ga. Ledger: 

“Colonel Munson, acting commandant of Fort Benning, with several other mem- 
bers of the garrison attended the dinner given at Big Eddy club recently when 
Senator Russell, ex-Senator Cohen and others were entertained. 

“Following this event, there appeared on July 12 in the daily bulletin issued 
from the headquarters of the Infantry School, the commandant’s office, the follow- 
ing paragraph: 

“The unmistakable sincerity and cordiality of the frank appreciation and 
esteem, on the part of our neighbors in Columbus for Fort Benning, so evident in 
all the happenings and expressions on that occasion, and so characteristic of the 
generous willingness of the citizens of that community to give individual and organ- 
ized support to matters favorable to the local interest of the Army, was such as to 
give us and the Army renewed cause for appreciation of our good fortune that the 
Infantry School is located at Fort Benning, in close proximity to Columbus.’ 

“It was brought out in the bulletin that Major Cohen, while a member of the 
Senate Appropriations committee, dissolved a tie and cast the deciding vote against 
the proposed elimination of 2,000 officers a year ago. He ‘evidenced a most gratify- 
ing understanding of the Army and its problem, and appreciation for the general 
satisfaction his attitude toward the Army had given Benning’s friend in Columbus, 
who had importuned him to resist the cut.’ 

“The bulletin further stated: 

“*Senator Russell, recently elected to the seat made vacant by the death of that 
valiant friend of the Army, the late Senator Harris of Georgia, expressed a warmth 
of genuine esteem for the Chief of Staff and his very evident great capacity, and 
enthusiastically allotted to the Army full credit for the very handsome manner in 
which it performed the difficult mission assigned it in connection with the Civilian 
Conservation Corps project. His high regard for the Army evinces a most pleasing 
and friendly analytical understanding of it and those factors which go to make an 
army fit for its peace-time mission. His sincere interest in the welfare of the Army 
wus manifested by his vote in the Senate recently against the 15 per cent reduction 
in the pay of enlisted men.’ 

“The bulletin represents a clear-cut statement of appreciation on Fort Benning’s 
part to its various friends in Columbus, and elsewhere, for their active interest in 
the problems of the Infantry School, and it is worthy of particular note.”

“According to present United States specifications the new mechanized cavalry 
will have a ‘covering squadron,’ to be transported in seventeen armored cars, a 
scout troop to be transported in light, fast tanks, and its main offensive force, con- 
sisting of a combat squadron of two troops, each of which will be transported in 
thirteen light, fast tanks.

Until a few mnoths ago all of our batteries were horse-drawn, but the doom 
of the horse seems no less certain in the field artillery than in the cavalry. ‘Our 
first regiment of motorized field artillery has now been under observation sufficiently 
long to promise a great success,’ says Major General David C. Shanks. * * * ‘Ours 
is u mechanized genius and the War Department's mobilization plan is a scheme for 
the application of our native skill to defense of our nation, Even though the very 
sky above us has become a part of our frontier, our unparalleled ability to create 
machines gives us a great advantage which we have scarcely begun to appre- 
ciate,” * 


“Many other devices which have been developed out of peace time needs will be | 


readily applicable to an effective defense of the country. ‘A young man who gayly 
drives his automobile on a peaceful errand,’ says General Shanks, ‘is better 
equipped to become an effective member of a modern army than those rough riding 
cowboys who hastened to join up in ’98.’” 7 





States the Washington Post: 

“As commander in chief of the Army and Navy President Roosevelt is neces. 
sarily strictly impartial in the attitude toward those services. Hence it can not be 
believed that he would deny public works funds to the Army while bestowing them 
upon the Navy, except for compelling reasons. If he turns a deaf ear to Secretary 
Dern in regard to mechanization of the Army it is not because Commodore Swanson 
has a more alluring siren song, but because of conditions in the Army itself. 

“What are the conditions which forbid mechanization of the Army? Obviously, 
they relate to the unemployment of the Army mule. Can it be expected that the 
commander in chief would strike a blow at the mainstay, kingbolt, axle, and motive 
power of the land forces of the United States? The Army, it is true, travels on its 
belly, while the Navy's beaked ships swim majestically in wine-dark seas. But it 
is the Army mule that pulls the Army through. The victories that perch on its 
banners tell no details, but if they did they would blazon the Army mule as the true 
hero of unnumbered fights. Generals and captains have their names immortalized, 
while the real winner of victories is unhonored and unsung. 

“The threat of unemployment directed against the Army mule evokes a por. 
tentous waving of ears and brandishing of tails. These storm warnings can not be 
lost upon the vigilant commander in chief. Mechanization is wholesome in some 
cases, now that all the world is on wheels and running about in circles, but the 
Army must move with certainty when it moves at all, and machinery not infre 
quently breaks down in critical emergencies. The Army mule never breaks down. 
He may balk a bit on occasions, but his ignition and brake are always in good 
working order. He is not disabled for lack of gas or oil. Fogs and low ceilings 
mean nothing to him. He needs no paved highway—any stony trail, or no trail at 
all is good enough. In certainty of arrival at destination, howbeit at lesiurely pace, 
the mule out-tanks the tank, outflies the pursuit plane, and laughs the truck to scorn, 


“Secretary Dern means well in his proposal to mechanize the Army, but his far-§ 


seeing superior rightly decides against decommissioning the Army mule.’ 





“It is a vital matter that the great expenditure contemplated in the new plans 
for naval rehabilitation should be made not only with good intention but with good 
intelligence as well.” States the Washington Herald. 

“The people want no marching and counter-marching by the die-hard votaries 
of this or that type of obsolete ship as against some other type of ship which is 
equally a back number.

TYPE of battleship in the world and that the ships that constitute our present Navy 
are largely out-dated. 

“The new ship to which we refer. and which is destined to revolutionize naval 
building. is the German pocket battleship. 

“It is cheaper to construct than the huge floating forts which constitute the 
reliance of all the navies of today. 

“It is more efficient in every respect. 

“It can get in and out of range with more facility than the larger ship. 

“It can strike as hard as, if not harder than, the dreadnaughts which it will 
quickly replace. 

“It is less of a target and has a better chance of surviving in battle. 


“Furthermore, it has been demonstrated to be the ship not of the future but 


emphatically the ship of today. It is a new point of departure in naval construction 
—a challenge to every navy afloat.”

“The wretched condition they are now 
in for want of almost every necessary of 
the conveniences of life, except flour and 
bad beef. is shocking to humanity and 
beggars description. We have no beds 
nor bedding for our sick to lay on or 
under—no medicine or regimen suitable 
for them.”

“It is a distressing sight and truly un- 
pleasant to the feelings of a medical 
man to be in attendance on the sick sol- 
dier and him die for the want of 
proper food and medicine.”

If not, you did not read the Army 
and Navy Journal. You can not get 
this vital information from any other 
source. 
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Mexican War show distressing condi- 
tions and there was much to be desired 
both in supply and standards of practice 
in the Civil War and the Spanish Ameri- 
can War. In the World War, for the 
first time in the history of the world, as 
far as known, ample medical supplies 
were available to a well trained medical 
personnel competent to use them. In 
the light of today, the above quotations 
seem astounding, and so they are. 

Of all the learned professions, the 
physician and surgeon are most depend- 
ent upon material aids, and these aids 
they have had either to build themselves 
or to adapt from other purposes. <A phy- 
sician, a surgeon or a sanitarian with 
only his bare hands has a limited field 
of usefulness, no matter what his at- 
tainments. For these reasons it must 
not be assumed that our greater control 
of disease has come entirely from our 
increased theoretical knowledge, because 
the material element is equally impor- 
tant. and essential for the successful ap- 
plication of our purely scientific knowl- 
edge. 

In the general civilian practice of 
medicine the question of medical supplies 
has usually progressed with the knowl- 
edge of the profession and its require- 


ments, but in no war in which our 
country has been engaged up to the 
World War have supplies been fully 


commensurate with the requirements and 
our ability to use them. Thus in the 
early wars, when epidemics were always 
present, the shortage of supplies occurred 
at precisely the times when they were 
most sorely needed. Medical supplies 
are always needed in greatest quantity 
in time of war, and therefore their 
prime importance to the Army. A cured 
soldier is always better than a dead 
one or a recruit. 
Revolutionary Period 

During the War of the Revolution 
there never were any uniform or well 
devised plans for supply, particularly so 
with respect to the care of the sick and 
wounded. 

On July 27, 1775, the Continental Con- 
gress authorized a Hospital Department 
with a Director General, 4 Surgeons and 
20 Surgeon’s Mates, who were assigned 
to duty with General Washington. The 
Director General was to run one or more 
general hospitals for the care of the 
seriously ill or wounded and to purchase 
supplies for the same with continental 
script with the approval of the Com- 
manding General. His activities were 
in no way coordinated with those of the 
regimental medical officers, who had to 
look to their home colonies for aid, and 


so here were two inadequate systems 
of supply. Then, to make things worse, 
Congress appointed three more Direc- 


tors General, and they all started their 
own supply systems. The question of 
medical supplies became a “causus belli” 
among the medical men of the Army and 
the colonies, almost bitter as that 
against the British. Director General 
Morgan, who was with General Wash- 
ington, used to take a few _ soldiers 
around with him in his search for sup- 
plies, for which he always paid in con- 
tinental script (worth little or nothing). 
if the owner would accept it. Other- 
wise he compromised by taking it along 
with him, leaving behind him a receipt. 
signed in the name of the Continental 
Congress. Dr. Morgan was a strong and 
capable administrator, a cultured gen- 
tleman. and one of the best physicians 
of his period. Had Congress permitted 
him to do so he would have worked 
out an efficient system for utilizing to 
the best advantage the supplies they 
were able to obtain. 

Director General Morgan had helped 
some of the other medical organizations, 
but this was not satisfactory to Direc- 
tor General Stringer, who tried to take 
more than Dr. Morgan was willing to 
give. A dispute arose which was brought 
before Congress, and that body dismissed 
both of them from the military service. 
This was an unfortunate solution of the 
difficulty. 

On April 7, 


as 


1777. the Medical Depart- 
ment was reorganized. Dr. Shippen was 
appointed Director. This was an im- 
provement, but even yet there was much 
to be desired. Medical officers were ex- 
pected to furnish their own instruments, 








and the drugs were limited and the 
dressings scanty, and there was no defi- 
nite machinery of supply. Patients were 
removed from the field in hand barrows 
or wagons, if available, and they were 
quartered in houses, barns or sheds, and 
often left to the care of the civilian 
populace. One great trouble was that 
Congress was unwilling to build up any 
real organization outside of itself. It 
is true that the art of medicine had not 
progressed to the point of requiring a 
very diversified list of supplies, but the 
sick should at least have been supplied 
with ordinary comforts such as bedding, 
warmth, suitable food and nursing. 
Early Peace Time 

When the Revolution came to an end, 
in spite of unsettled conditions abroad 
and the menace of the Indians at home, 
Congress proceeded very promptly to re- 
duce the Army. On Nov. 4, 1783, it was 
reduced to a total of 500 men. On June 
2, i784, it was further reduced to 85 
enlisted men and several officers. From 
1784 to 1789 there was no Medical De- 
partment. All that had been learned 
was lost. 

In the meanwhile Congress was tin- 
kering with a number of schemes for 
centralized purchasing which would sup- 
ply without placing authority in the 
hands of those responsible for their 
proper distribution and utilization. 

In 1781 the Secretary of War was re- 
quired to secure all supplies through 
the Superintendent of Finance. 

In 1785 the office of the Quartermaster 
General was abolished and purchases for 
the Army were made through Commis- 
sioners of the Treasury. 

In 1786 all property was transferred 
to the Board of the Treasury. They 
divided this into two sections, one for 
the Quartermaster and Commissary, and 


one for Hospitals, Marine and Clothing.- 


It was not efficient. 

In 1795 there was appointed a Pur- 
veyor of Public Supplies. 

In 1798 the Secretary of War was 
authorized to purchase and make con- 
tracts for the military service. 

In 1802 three Military Agents were ap- 
pointed to purchase, receive and forward 
all supplies. 

In 1812 the Military Agents were dis- 
missed and several purchasing depart- 
ments were instituted under the Superin- 
tendent General of Military Stores, who 
by the law authorizing him was direct- 
ed to live in Washington and assume 
responsibility for all military stores. This 
organization bears a_ startling 
blance to the more recent P. S. 
of unpleasant memory. 

War of 1812 

Then along came the War of 1812, and 
the same unsatisfactory situation was 
reenacted. The entire system of sup- 
ply broke down absolutely. The incom- 
petent supply officers and supply ma- 
chinery on the one hand, and the un- 
serupulous contractors on the other con- 
stituted an enemy in our midst which 
was worse than the British Army. There 
was no medical supply system upon 
which dependence might be placed. 

However, the responsible governmental 
agencies appear to have profited little 
by experience, for in 1817 both money 
and property branches of the Army were 
abolished. and it was ordered that all 
claims and payments be handled by the 
Treasury Department. One Comptroller 
and four Auditors for the purpose. 

Army Organization 

In 1818 Secretary of War John C. Cal- 
houn appeared before Congress on behalf 
of an army reorganization based upon 
the formation of bureaus or departments 
through which it should function. He 
was successful in securing the adoption 
of his plan. Thus, to him we are 
debted for the foundation of our present 
day army organization, which for the

present Medical Department organiza- 
tion and its supply system. 

Dr. Lovell was appointed Sugeon Gen- 
eral this same year, and one of his first 
acts was to revise the Regulations and 
prepare a Supply Table, which as far as 
is known is the oldest in the Army. This 
table contained 74 drugs and 18 instru- 
ments, and through numerous revisions 
has grown into the Supply Catalog of 
July 1, 1932, containing over 5,000 items. 
The 142 items of 1818 as compared with 
the list of 1932 is a fair criterion of 
the knowledge and requirements of the 
profession then and now. 


Mexican War 
When the Mexican War began it was 
fought under the most difficult circum- 
stances our armies had yet faced. It 
was an unpopular war conducted at a 
distance and with but scanty transpor- 
tation over many miles of almost im- 
passible mountain roads in a foreign and 
hostile country. Our forces were com- 
posed largely of raw recruits who were 
ravaged by yellow fever, typhus, dysen- 
tery, smallpox, malaria and venereal 
diseases. The following statistics will 

tell something of the story:

There were sent down for the use of 
General Taylor’s army medical supplies 
for 1,500 men for one year. This may 
have appeared sufficient at the time, and 
had their knowledge and practice of 
sanitary measures been that of today 
they might have worried through. They 
had estimated on supplies to the value 
of $2.50 per man, which as we know 
now was insufficient. As it was, the 
small force of medical men was over- 
whelmed by the demands made upon 
them, nor was it possible for them to 
carry along a sufficient quantity of sup- 
plies and hospital equipment for the dis- 
eases which they encountered. For the 
first time they had ether for anesthesia, 
iodine for antisepsis, and ranking medi- 
eal officers were authorized by the Com- 
manding General to issue in his name 
orders pertaining to their department 
and duties. The records of this com- 
paign are replete with commendatory 
mention of medical officers who, in the 
face of the most striking adverse con- 
ditions, were justifying their existence 
in a manner never before witnessed. 

Development of Special Equipment 

All Supply Tables up to and including 
that of 1856 were composed of a limited 
selection of that which was available 
to the civilian practioner, without mani- 
fest official effort to develop standard 
equipment or chests or methods of trans- 
portation of supplies adapted to mili- 
tary purposes. Full efficiency was im- 
possible under such conditions. Thus it 
was a great step in advance when on 
Noy. 1, 1859, a Board of Medical Officers 
assembled in Washington adopted the 
four-wheeled ambulance devised by Sur- 
geon Tripler. They adopted a Medical 
Knapsack of light wood which weighed 
20 pounds and contained a selected as- 
sortment. of drugs, dressings and instru- 
ments. and they revised the Medical Sup- 
ply Table. 

The Civil War 

At the commencement of the Civil War 
this equipment was the basis for further 
construction and modification. The Medi- 
cal Knapsack was modified in 1862 and 
again in 1863, and still later Dr. Squibb 
devised the Medicine Pannier with an 
even better collection of drugs. The 
other medical equipment of this war is

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Infantry School Opens Early 

Ft. Benning, Ga.—The three principle 
courses at the Infantry School (Ad- 
vanced Class, Company Officers Class 
and Tank Class) will open on Sept. 5, 
this year, it is announced. Registration 
of students for these classes will be from 
Sept. 1 to 3, the intention being that all 
students for each of the three main 
classes will report to Ft. Benning on or 
about September 1. 

Previously, the opening dates of the 
three classes had been scheduled for 
Sept. 18, the students having been in- 
structed to arrive between Sept. 12 and 
14 for the purpose of registering, getting 
settled in houses for the winter and 
completing other details necessary before 
the opening of the school. 

According to the former schedule, the 
three classes were to complete their 
courses for graduation on June 7, 1934. 
The information just received changes 
the date for closing also, the Advanced 
Class and Company Officers Class courses 
being lengthened so that graduation for 
them will be on June 15. The Tank 
(lass course has been materially short- 
ened, and according to the new schedule 
will close on February 1, 1934. 

Through shortening of the Tank 
Course, studies of that class will be 
limited to tank technique, mechanics and 
technical training, the gunnery, combat 
practice and tactics formerly taught in 
connection with this course having been 
eliminated. Briefly, the Tank Course in 
the future will concern itself with the 
mechanical operation of and technical 
training in connection with Tanks, it was 
stated. 

It. Benning officials realize that, as 
yet, a great deal more than half of the 
instructor personnel of the Infantry 
School are on duty elsewhere in connec- 
tion with the activities of the Civilian 
Conservation Corps, many of them in 
California and other distant points. They 
state that no indication has been given 
by the War Department as to when these 
instructors might be expected to return.

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Army FD and the CCC 


An admiring onlooker at the curb 
watching a column of troops marching 
down the street in glad array with beat- 
ing drums and flying pennants may, per- 
haps, have a vagrant or random thought 
on the question of “the meat on which 
thes Caesars feed’; but the chances are 
a thousand to one that he will never 
think how this long array of troops are 
paid. For there is nothing spectacular, 
romantic or appealing to the imagination 
in the preparation of Army payrolls and 
the handing out of coin of the republic 
to these prospective defenders of their 
Nation's welfare. But nevertheless and 
notwithstanding there is no function 
with respect to the maintenance of the 
soldier, with the single exception of feed- 
ing and clothing him, that is more essen- 
tial to his happiness and general welfare 
than is his regular, orderly payment for 
services rendered. 

Of far greater importance than is this 
payment to the soldier, is the prompt 
payment of the members of the CCC and 
their needy dependents ; and without fur- 
ther ado it may be said clearly that this 
great function of paying the 300,000 
members of the CCC and the 500,000 de- 
pendents of these men, is being done 
regularly, orderly and promptly, with no 
fuss and feathers, or clash of cymbals, 
by the Finance Department of the Regu- 
lar Army. 

In these days of superlatives in every 
line,—even in the number of the unem- 
ployed,—the private citizen probably 
does not realize that there are more men 
in the CCC than were called to the colors 
by the United States in its war with 
Spain! Perhaps it was reasonable to 
expect that, in view of the sudden un- 
looked-for call on the Army for aid, the 
taking over by the Army of the feeding, 
clothing, housing, reconstruction, pay- 
ment and assignment to camps of this 
vast body of young manhood would be 
done with great confusion and delay. 
However, any such pessimistic assump- 
tion as to the manner in which the Army 
would solve its vast problem was speed- 
ily discredited by the workmanlike man- 
ner in which the Army handled its job. 
And in no particular has the Army fune- 
tioned more satisfactorily and more de- 
serving of commendation than in the 
matter of the payment of the members 
of the CCC and their dependents, as well 
us the payment for the vast amount of 
supplies of every kind necessarily pur- 
chased by the Army for the conservation 
project. The entire commissioned, en- 
listed and civilian personnel of the 
Finance Department of the Army “rallied 
round”; an expanded paying organiza- 
tion was established over night all over 
this broad land; and these loyal and 
efficient public servants have been able 
to keep the payments of the hundreds of 
thousands of these men and their de- 
pendents absolutely current. And the 
astounding feature of the whole matter 
is that this desirable situation with re- 
spect to payment has been accomplished 
at a cost of only one-tenth of one per 
cent of the amount of the funds dis- 
bursed, which cost includes the employ- 
ment all over the United States of only 
186 additional temporary Finance De- 
partment employees. 

Andy Volstead when he drafted his 
famous Act no doubt figured that one- 
half of one per cent closely approximated 
the vanishing point: but the canny 
Finance Department of the Army, it will 
be seen, has gone Andy a great deal bet- 
ter and has gotten its costs so close to 
the vanishing point that the distance 
between these two objectives cannot be 
seen with a microscope. 

In the last few years there has been 
much agitation. and some consideration 
in Congress (witness the King Bill in- 
troduced at the last two sessions of Con- 
gress), on the question of consolidating 
under one head—the Treasurer of the 
United States—all the disbursing activ- 
ities of the United States; and the prin- 
cipal, if not the only, excuse for this 
radical departure from the long contin- 
ued practice with respect to Government 
disbursements is the assumption that by 





of fiscal activities a 
material saving would result to the 
United States. The proponents of this 
scheme for consolidated disbursements,— 
or at least many of them,—admit that 
there would, no doubt, be a falling off in 
the promptness and expedition in which 
payments would be made under this 
plan as compared with the present sys- 
tem, and also a considerable loss of dis- 
counts for prompt payment, which the 
Army in particular has been able to 
cover, into the Treasury for many years 
by reason of the prompt payment of 
bills; but it is argued by these propo- 
nents that, notwithstanding the slowing 
up of payments and the loss of discounts 
for cash payments, there would still be 
a very large saving in money flowing to 
Uncle Sam under the new system. When 
one reads of the impressive results that 
have been accomplished by the Finance 
Department of the Army with respect to 
payments to the CCC from the stand- 
point of economy, efficiency and infini- 
tesimal additional cost, one cannot but 
feel that it is extremely doubtful that 
any consolidated agency of disbursement 
could procure such satisfactory results 
from any angle as has the Finance De- 
partment, particularly from the stand- 
point of cost. 

All hail to the Finance Department in 
its quiet accomplishment of a great feat ; 
may its shadow never grow less!

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Navy Postgraduate Courses 

Announcement of the curriculum of 
Navy postgraduate instruction for next 
year was made by the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion this week. In a circular letter is- 
sued to the service, it was declared that 
boards would be convened on Dee. 5 to 
select officers to be ordered in 1934 to 
instruction in the School of the Line, 
Naval Construction, Civil Engineering 
and Law. 

Applications for assignment to post- 
graduate instruction should be made 
through official channels, it was stated, 
and should be mailed so as to arrive in 
the Bureau before Noy. 28. Selections 
will be announced prior to Feb. 1, 1934. 

The text of the circular letter (No. 
30-33) follows : 

“1. Boards to select candidates for 
postgraduate instruction for the classes 
to be ordered in 1934 will meet com- 
mencing on Dec. 5, 1933. Officers will be 
selected for the following courses of in- 
struction, viz. : 

(a) School of the Line. 
(b) Naval Construction. 
(c) Civil Engineering. 
(ad) Law. 

“2. Candidates for the School of the 
Line will be selected from the Naval 
Academy class, normally eligible for the 
first tour of shore duty (class of 1927). 
Such candidates should indicate, in their 
requests, their first and second choices 
of the following technical subjects which 
they desire to pursue, if selected for the 
second year work, viz.: 

(a) Ordnance Engineering. 

(b) Aeronautical Engineering. 

(c) Marine Engineering. 

(d) Radio Engineering. 

(e) Communications. 

(f) <Aerology. 
Naval Aviators are eligible for the xbove 
courses, Naval aviators only are eligible 
for the course in Aeronautical Engineer- 
image. 

“3. Candidates for the courses in 
Naval Construction and Civil. Engineer- 
ing will be selected from the officers who 
have had at least two years’ commis- 
sioned service on July 1, 1934, with espe- 
cial atten‘ion given to their marked ap- 
titude for mathematics. 

“4. Candidates for the course in Law 
will be selected primarily from the offi- 
cers who are eligible for their second 
tour of shore duty, with especial atten- 
tion given to those who have shown some 
aptitude for this course. Eventually. it 


is contemplated to restrict the candi- 
dates fer Law course to those officers 
who have previously completed = the 


School of the Line course. 

“S. Those candidates who express a 
preference for the course in Radio Engi- 
neering or Communications should for- 
ward, with their requests, statements 
signed by commanding officers. indicating 
their operating “b lity. as desermined by 
appropriate Examining Boards. 


“6. The Boards will consider only 
applications submitted through official 
channels, appended indorsements, and 


the officers’ records. Special letters, ex- 
cept from commanding officers or heads 
of departments of vesse's (stations). in 
which the candidates have served, will 
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1 not be considered. 

“7. In order to make certain that the 
boards will have before them all applica- 
tions, the Bureau directs that any ap- 
plicant who may have indicated his pref- 
erence for postgraduate instruction on 
his reports of fitness or by letter, renew 
his request, inviting attention to such 
previous requests as he may have sub- 
mitted. 

“8. Officers applying for the courses 
in Naval Construction, Civil Engineering, 
and Law will submit, with their applica- 
tions, signed agreements not to resign 
during the course, and to serve three 
years in the Naval Service after comple- 
tion of their postgraduate course. Ap- 
plications submitted by despatch shall 
contain a notation to the effect that this 
provision has been fulfilled. Upon com- 
pletion of School of the Line course, 
similar agreements will be required of 
the officers who are selected for further 
technical postgraduate instruction. 

“9. Applications with recommenda- 
tions of commanding officers shall be 
mailed in time to reach the Bureau of 
Navigation prior to Nov. 28, 1933, and 
none received after that date will be 
considered. Forwarding seniors shall in- 
dorse on applications full and pertinent 
comment as to the applicant’s qualifica- 
tions, forwarding the applications 
through fleet or force commanders, and 
commandants of naval districts con- 
cerned. Applications may be submitted 
by despatch, if necessary. 

“10. It is the intention to announce 
selections prior to Feb. 1, 1934.” 





Relieves Admiral Marvell 

Rear Adm. Richard H. Leigh, USN. 
has becn orcered to duty as Chairman of 
the Genera! Board, Navy Department. 
to succeed Rear Adm, George R. Marvell, 
USN, who will be relieved of active duty 
on August 1 and will be placed on the 
retired list of the Navy on October 1 
upon reaching the statutory retirement 
age of 64 years. 

Admiral Leigh served as Commander- 
in-Chief of the United States Fleet from 
August 1932 to June 10, 1933, and re- 
ported for duty as a member of the Gen- 
eral Board on July 14. 

Admiral Marvell was born in Fall 
River. Mas;., on Sept. 25, 1869, and was 
appointed to the Naval Academy from 
Massachusetts in 1885. During’ the 
Spanish-American War, he served in the 
USS Vicksburg, gunboat, of the North 
Atlantic Fleet. engaged in blockading 
Cuban ports. For his services during the 
World War as commanding officer of tne 
USS Louisiana, battleship, he was 
awarded the Navy Cross. 

In 1919. he was appointed Naval In- 
spector of Ordnance in charge of the 
Naval Armor Plant and Naval Projectile 
Plant, Cherleston, West Virginia. He 
commanded the battleship Arizona dur- 
ing 1921 and 19° and upen promojiion 
to the rank of Rear Admiral, was ap- 
pointed Commandant of the 16th Naval 
District and Commandant of the Naval 
Station. Cavite, P. I. He commanded 
the Fleet Base Force from 1924 to 1926, 
when he was ordered to the Naval War 
College for instruction. Upon completiou 
of that course, he was appointed Com- 
mander of the 14th Naval District and 
Commandant of the Naval Base at Pear! 
Harbor. T. H. On Sept. 29, 1930, he re-

Coast Guard News 

A nation-wide radio broadcast from 
the dock of a vessel at sea will mark 
the celebration of the 143rd Anniversary 
of the founding of the Coast Guard on 
August 4. 

Plans being formulated at Headquar- 
ters include an address by the Comman- 
dant Rear Adm. Harry G. Hamlet over 
the network of the Columbia Broadcast- 
ing System on the night of the service's 
birthday. Also featuring the broadcast, 
which will last from 10.00 to 10.30, will 
be selections by the Coast Guard Band. 
It will be held on board the cutter 
Tampa off the coast of New England. 

Regarding the anniversary, Admiral 
Hamlet. in a message to the service, 
states: 

“On August 4 the Service 
brate its 143rd anniversary along the 
pathway of national service. Naturally, 
the Coast Guard feels a deep pride in 
this record of service, not solely by rea- 
son of the length of time which has 
transpired since its establishment in 1790 
by President Washington, but because 
of the traditions which have been built 
up and sustained throughout this period 
by efficient and loyal performance of 
duty, adherence always to high stand- 
ards, and an abiding resolve to serve 
faithfully and well the mission of the 
Corps. 

“The fundamental duties of the Ser- 
vice in this day are generally similar to 
those which governed its establishment 
—that of law enforcement upon the na-

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Arlington Funeral Arrangements 
; A War Department Circular giving in- 
formation as to the services performed 
by the Headquarters of the 16th Brigade 
and the Ofticer-in-Charge of the Arling- 
ton Cemetery in making arrangements 
for military funerals of officers and en- 
listed men to be buried at Arlington, was 
issued this week. The text of the Cir- 
cular (Cir. 37) follows: 

“Military funerals—Arlington National 
Cemetery.-—The following is published 
for the information and guidance of all 
concerned : 

“1. Headquarters, 16th Brigade, Room 
1032, Munitions Building, Washington, 
I). C.—Telephone: National 2520, Branch 
1002—is equipped for and is desirous of 
assisting the widow (relative or friend 
accompanying the remains) of any ofti- 
cer or enlisted man who is entitled to 
burial in Arlington National Cemetery 
in— 

“a. Making hotel reservations. 

“b. Meeting trains. 
“ce. Making all funeral arrangements. 

“d. Explaining the different types of 
military funerals. ; 

“e. Assisting in the selection of hon- 
orary pallbearers. 

“f. Furnishing transportation for the 
family and honorary pallbearers. 

“g. Contacting funeral director 
monument firm. 

“h. Putting the widow. in touch with 
the army Mutual Aid Association. (if a 
member of that organization), or with 
the American Legion or other organiza- 
tion that will assist her in preparing an 
application for a pension or other allow- 
ance due her from the Government. 

“2. A telegram to the Officer-in- 
Charge, Arlington National Cemetery, 
Fort Meyer, Va., should be set as far in 
advance of the shipment of the remains 
as possible, and should give the following 
information. 


“a. Full name of deceased, if a vet- 
eran; if a veteran’s wife, full name of 
the veteran and his wife. 

“b. Grade, organization, and dates of 
service of veteran. 

“ce. Date and place of death. 

“d. Date, hour, and number of train 
on which the remains will reach Wash- 
ington. 

“e. Number in funeral party. 

“f. Whether it is desired that the 
body be interred immediately upon ar- 
rival, or be placed in the receiving vault 
at the cemetery pending burial arrange- 
ments to be made later by relatives or 
friends. 

“g. Whether full military honors are 
desired. 

“h. Whether a chaplain is desired 
and, if so, what denomination. 

“3. These instructions are merely in- 
formative and in no way do they con- 
flict with AR 600-550, which should be 
complied with.

As a step toward the action desired 
in the former matter, the Federation is asking the President to have a new study 
made of the cost of living index, which caused the continuance of the pay cut, 
and to include in the survey factors which were disregarded but which, of course, 
play their part in the computation of living expense. In support of this request, 
the Federation further is pointing out that already there has been a rise in the 
price of commodities, and in view of the Industrial program inaugurated, it is to be 
expected that this rise will continue. One of the stock arguments of the Admin- 
istration is that the budget must be balanced and to achieve this aim that govern- 
ment expenditures must be reduced.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











The Pay Cut and Pay Freeze—Word that the American Federation of Labor in- 
tends to appeal to the President to lift the 15 percent pay cut now imposed on 
Federal employees was heartening news this week to officers and enlisted men 
suffering from greatly reduced incomes, While official confirmation from A. F. L. 
headquarters was lacking, it is reported that a conference of all unions whose 
members are in the Government service is under contemplation to seek abolition of 
the pay cut and the adoption of a code for the Government service. While such a 
code could not be applied to the officers and enlisted men of the armed services, any 
action by the powerful labor group toward lifting of the pay cut would be bound to 
have an important influence in that matter. 

With wages being increased throughout industry and the cost of living rising 
daily, an increase in pay for the Government service is viewed as only just. The 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard particularly are discriminated against. 
Statistics show that during the 22 year period since 1908, salaries of civilians of 
qualifications, education and attainments comparable to those of the commissioned 
officer have steadily increased in order to keep pace with the rising standard of 
living. Engineers, State highway service employees, railway service employees, 
city managers, police and fire department personnel, and even the notoriously under- 
paid teaching profession have all run far ahead, since 1908, of comparable personnel 
of the naval service. As example of the increases in salaries which have been found 
necessary in order to retain the services of the type of personnel required, it is 
interesting to note that since 1908 the pay of other Federal services has been 
increased from 25 to 175 percent. 

And besides the pay cut, for the services there is the ban on automatic in- 
creases, which is perhaps more destructive to morale than any other legislative 
action forced upon the officers and men of the Army and Navy. Those who are 
familiar with the matter are agreed that the provisions of Section 201 of the 
Econ#my Act are unjust and contrary to the dictates of common sense. The burden 
of economy should fall equally on the shoulders of all and not rest exceptionally 
heavily on a few. The general impression probably prevails that everybody’s pay 
has been cut 15%. This is true but it is not the whole truth. Due to the applica- 
tion of Section 201, some officers are receiving a total reduction of 15% whereas 
others of the same class who are senior and who, by the basic pay act, are entitled 
to the same compensation, are suffering a reduction of 28.1%. 


Coast Guard Engineerin Competition.—Twenty-six cruising cutters and fifteen 
Coast Guard destroyers a the year took part in the engineering competition. 
The Shoshone, Comdr. R. L. Jack commanding, and Comdr. (Eng.) H. C. Roach, 
Engineer Officer, with station at San Francisco, Calif., won the trophy in this com- 
petition for cruising cutters, having attained the highest score in engineering 
efliciency. The Mendota, stationed at Norfolk, Va., commanded by Comdr. W. J. 
Keester, with Comdr. (Eng.) C. P. Kendall, Engineer Officer, won the award for 
attaining the next highest score. In the destroyer class the Semmes, commanded 
by Lt. Comdr. L. V. Kielhorn, with Lt. H. L. Connor as Engineer Officer, won the 
trophy for the highest merit. The Welborn C. Wood, Lt. Comdr. Arthur G. Hall 
commanding, Lt. S. J. Woyciehowsky, Engineer Officer, attained second place. 

A prize of $15 in cash is awarded to each man of the engineering department 
of trophy-winning vessels, and a cash prize of $5 is awarded to each of the men in 
the engineering department of the vessel attaining the next highest score.

Navy Travel Instructions.—On July 1, 1933 so much of the Economy Act became 
ineffective as relates to the method of reimbursement of naval officers for travel 
performed on official business in obedience of orders. Reimbursement will now be 
made in acccordance with the basic law as published in United States Navy Travel 
Instructions. Unless officers are directed to proceed by government transportation, 
they may now travel via private or public conveyance without further authority. 





Hospitalization of Naval Personnel.—For the past few years, actual dependents of 
commissioned officers and warrant officers of the active list of the Navy and Marine 
Corps who were absent on sea duty and whose dependents resided in Washington or 
within 25 miles of that city, have been admitted to Walter Reed General Hospital, 
Washington, D. C. Due to the effect of the Economy Act and the withdrawal of 
Veterans’ Administration beneficiaries in Army hospitals, it has become necessary for 
the Army to withdraw this privilege. This change in no way affects the families of 
naval officers on temporary duty with the Army in connection with the Civilian 
Conservation Corps. These officers, while on duty with the Army, and their fami- 
lies will receive treatment at any Army dispensary or hospital as long as accommo- 
dations are available, just as if they were members of the regular Army. 


Continue Radio Direction Finder Stations.—Naval radio direction finder stations, 
ordered closed under recent budgetary curtailments will be continued in operation, 
it was announced at the Navy Department this week. 

“In response to the demand for retrenchment and economy at shore Naval radio 
and direction finder stations,” the announcement stated, “the Department designated 
certain radio direction finder stations, considered at present to be of limited impor- 
tance to operations of the Fleet, for closing. Accordingly, the details for closing 
these stations were worked out and promulgated to the Service. From the begin- 
ning, the Navy Department was opposed to the discontinuance of Naval radio direc- 
tion finder service, but was forced to this measure on account of demands for cur- 
tailing radio activities on shore. 

“Protests from members of Congress, organized shipping intrests, and indi- 
vidual seagoing officers against discontinuing direction finder service have been so 
overwhelming that funds for their maintenance and operation have been obtained. 

“The Navy Department rescinded the order closing these stations and expects 
to maintain this important navigational service as heretofore.” 

Prospective transfer of two naval radio stations to the Republic of Panama 
was also announced. 

“The Naval Radio Stations at La Palma and Puerto Obaldia were closed on 
June 30, 1933, and a radioman second class has been assigned at each station as 
caretaker,” it was stated. “The Panamanian Government has detailed a Pana- 
manian student under each caretaker to learn the art of radio operating. It is con- 
templated that when these Panamanians become sufficiently skillful in operation, 
these stations will be transferred to the Panamanian Government.”

service use in order to thoroughly test these machines.

Ordnance Notes—Seventy-two modern tractors have been obtained through the ex. 
change of 5-ton and 10-ton artillery tractors, M1917, which were beyond the cost of 
economical repair. These 72 medium tractors have been issued to artillery organiza. 


tions equipped with 155 mm howitzers. All Regular Army 155 mm howitzer organi- 
zations within the continental limits of the United States are now equipped with 
modern tractors. 

An improved drill cartridge is under manufacture for test in 3” A. A. Guns. 
This design follows that of the 75 mm M7 Drill Cartridge, which was recently 
standardized. The new type is a modification of the service drill cartridge, whereby 
the base is attached to the drill cartridge by a spring. This relieves the stresses 
set up upon insertion and extraction in the gun, thereby retarding wear on the base. 

Further progress has been made on the problem of the elimination of the 
strategic material shellac in varnishes to be used in connection with the manufae- 
ture of ammunition. A major demand for this material in connection with ammu- 
nition has been eliminated by the adoption, some time ago, of acid-proof black paint 
as the inside coating of shell and bombs, and the outside coating of booster casings, 
ete. An attempt has recently been made to obtain a substitute for shellac varnish 
for use in the attachment of labels to containers, and as a protective coating of 
labels and stenciling. Outstanding among the various commercial products tested 
was air-drying Bakelite varnish, which gave protection superior even to that given 
by shellac. Here again, as in the case of newly developed paints, the difficulty will 
be to prepare adequate specifications. Work on this problem is being continued. 

Report has been received from Picatinny Arsenal on an investigation of 
“Alumaweld” solder, under the project to obtain substitutes for tin. It appears that 
the use of this solder will not offer any considerable saving in tin. 

A breech bore gage for the caliber .50 machine gun barrel has been developed 
for the purpose of predetermining the accuracy of machine gun barrels. This gage 
is practically completed and will be calibrated and given Ordnance test during the 
next month. 

One 3” A.A. Gun Mount, M2A1 equipped with an air brake system was tested 
at Aberdeen Proving Ground with satisfatory results. This system provides syn- 
chronized braking of the prime mover and the mount and eliminates the secessity 
of an operator in the brakeman’s seat of the mount. 

The Instrument Trailer, T7, for use with 75 mm (All-purpose) Battery is near- 
ing completion at Watertown Arsenal. Installation of the equipment constituting 
the load will be made at Frankford Arsenal. 

Four 75 mm Gun Carriages T2E1 have been completed at Rock Lsland Arsenal 
and are now undergoing proof test at the arsenal. 

Two of the carriages have proof fired satisfactorily and when the tests of the 
four carriages are completed the battery will be drawn over the road, by Light 
Prime Movers, T9, to Frankford Arsenal, where the sighting equipment will be 
installed. 

The carriage is designed for use against ground and aerial targets and has 
pneumatic tires and spring suspension. It may be fired from the wheels or lowered 
to the ground. 

Five 75 mm Gun Carriages M1917E2 (British) having pneumatic tired wheel 
were completed at Rock Island Arsenal and hauled overland to the Aberdeen Prov- 


ing Ground with a convoy of Prime Movers, T8. The tests at Aberdeen Proving § 
Ground are now completed. Test will be continued at Fort Bragg on four of them. f 


New Chevron Adopted—A woven chevron, developed by 1st Lt. H. Kirsner, QMC. 
which costs about one half that of the present chevron and is eight to ten times 4s 
durable has been adopted by the War Department. These new chevrons will be 
purchased to replenish stocks of the present type. 

Woven service stripes, woven wound and war service chevrons, and wovel 
shoulder and sleeve insignia are also adopted. 


Qualification of Arms.—Changes in Army Regulations dealing with additional com- 
pensation for qualification in use of arms where men are transferred from one regl 
ment to another, are announced by the Adjutant General this week. 

A Circular (No. 38) announcing the change, provides: 

“Pending the printing of changes in AR 35-2380, December 5, 1932, paragraph 4 
of those regulations is changed by adding subparagraph (3) as follows: 

“(3) An enlisted man transferred to another regiment, separate or detached 
battalion, or similar organization for the benefit of the Government may be redesig 
nated on the basis of his previous record qualification, by the commander competent 
to issue qualification and designation orders, to fill a vacancy occurring in the unit 
to which transferred and authorized to receive additional compensation for qualifica- 
tion in the use of arms from date of redesignation until his right thereto is other 


wise terminated.”

Following the meeting of the General 
Council on July 24, Colonel Williams is- 
sled the following statement: 

“The Army of the United States con- 
sists of three components, i.e., the Regu- 
lar Army, the National Guard, and the 
Organized Reserves. The Regular Army 
is the professional military force; the 
National Guard the semi-professional 
part-paid military force; and the 
Organized Reserves a_ reservoir of 
partly trained officers who serve on a 
voluntary basis. They are only paid 
when ordered to active duty, which oc- 
curs about once every four years. The 
balance. of the time they serve gratuit- 
ously, attenting Troop Schools and tak- 
ing Extension Courses to improve their 
professional fitness. 

“There are 86,338 Reserve Officers 
commissioned in the various Arms and 
Services on the Active Duty Assignable 
List. all of whom have met the profes- 
sional requirements of their grade as 
laid down by the War Department. The 
teserve exists solely to increase the de- 
fensive power of the United States by 
making available in an emergency those 
citizens whose military or civil experi- 
ence qualify them as Officers. To retain 
these qualifications these Officers must 
have periodic tours of active duty field 
training to practice the theory they have 
absorbed. 

“In event of an emergency, it is esti- 
mated that 116,000 Reserve Officers will 
be required to bring the Regular Army 
up to effective war strength and to Offi- 
cer the thirty-three (33) Organized Re- 
serve Divisions and necessary Corps and 
Army Troops to support the front line 
troops. Ninety (90%) per cent of these 
Officers are Lieutenants and Captains— 
almost all without actual war experience. 
The need of field training for these Offi- 
cers is obvious. Unless Reserve Officers 
are trained Officers, there is no virtue in 
the Reserve movement. An untrained or 
incompetent Officer is worse than none, 
and the choice lies between giving the 
Organized Reserves a reasonable amount 
of active duty field training, or disband- 
ing it. The second session of the 
Seventy-Second Congress appropriated 
funds sufficient to train not less than 


20.00) Reserve Officers during the Fiscal | 


Year 1934. The amounts made available 
to the War Department by the Director 
of the Budget will only permit the train- 
ing of 3,151 Reserve Officers except at 
the cost of the efficiency of the Regular 
Army and the other components. There 
are presently 1,672 Reserve Officers on 
active duty with the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps; hence, the total number of 
‘eserve Officers to be trained during the 
Fiscal Year 1934 will be but 4,823, or 
qpbroximately five (5%) per cent of the 
— Reserve Officers on the Active 
“engl Assignable List, eligible for train- 
ns Reserve is essentially a volun- 

tT movement, whose members are ac- 
tuated hy a sense of civic responsibility. 
Such movements are easily started and 
2 easily terminated. They thrive under 
ress and difficulty but do not survive 
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neglect or lack of appreciation on the 
part of their beneficiaries. Failure to 
provide for the field training of the Re- 
serve is certain to be construed by Re- 
serve Officers as evidence that the Ad- 
ministration regards the Reserve as a 
non-essential. The already insufficient 
Reserve will lose members very rapidly 
and the Organized Reserves will soon 
cease to exist or be utterly incompetent 
to fulfill the mission the National De- 
fense Act allocated to it. 

“The Reserve Officers Association of 
the United States is petitioning the 
President to authorize the withdrawal of 
an additional $1,000,000 from the amount 
appropriated by Congress for the Organ- 
ized Reserves—of which approximately 
$4,000,000 has been impounded. This 


| amount will provide 14-day active duty 





field training for 7,400 additional Re- 
serve Officers, making a total of 12,22: 
Reserve Officers to be trained, including 
those presently on Civilian Conservation 
Corps duty. This is a reduction of forty- 
eight (48%) per cent from the number 
of trainees Congress appropriated funds 
to train. Reserve Officers in their civil 
status, are taxpayers, who are just as 
interested in seeing the Budget balanced 
as any other citizens. The present lead- 
ers have known war first-hand and realize 
its horrors. Hence, they realize the 
necessity for training, if human lives 
are not to be needlessly sacrificed. 

“The ultimate program of the Associa- 
tion is to train every combat Reserve 
Officer at least once a year. The Reserve 
can possibly survive for a year with 
field training for one-eighth (14) of its 
Officers, but we believe it will become 
demoralized if only one-twentieth (1/20) 
of its Officers are trained, as is now con- 
templated. Notwithstanding economic 
conditions, provision should be made 
next year to train at least one-half (1%) 
of the Officers eligible for training. Re- 
serve Officers serve their country from 
their patriotic sense of duty and ask 
nothing of the Administration except to 
be permitted to maintain their profes- 
sional fitness to enable them to perform 
the mission assigned to them when our 
National security is menaced. 

“In terms of dollars and cents, the 
Reserve is the most economical of our 
National Defense forces, for it will con- 
tribute seventy-five (75%) per cent of 
the Officers needed in an emergency ; 
whereas, its cost averages but (2%) per 
cent of the total amount allocated to the 
Military Establishment.” 

The text of the resolution passed by 
the National Council follows: 

“WHEREAS, it is a well-recognized 
general principle that field training is 
absolutely essential to the professional 
fitness of any Officer, whether he be 
commissioned in the Regular Army, the 
National Guard, or the Officers Reserve 
Corps, and 

“WHEREAS, this principle was recog- 
niezd by the authorization of full field 
training, with pay, for the 13,000 Officers 
(100%) of the National Guard, together 
with 36 Armory Drills, with pay, and 12 
Armory Drills, without pay, and 

“WHEREAS, on June 30th, 1933, there 


| were 86,338 Reserve Officers on the War 


Department Active Duty Assignable List, 
who during the past Fiscal Year had 
contributed 1,691,574 man hours of in- 
active duty training—all without pay— 
through attendance at Troop Schools 
and taking Extension Courses, and 

“WHEREAS, the amount allocated to 
the Organized Reserves from War De- 
partment funds provide 14-day active 
duty field training for only 3,151 Reserve 
Officers of the various Arms and Ser- 
vices, and 

“WHEREAS, an examination of the 
amount left available for the Regular 
Army, the Reserve Officers Training 
Corps, and the Citizens Military Train- 
ing Camps reveals that these amounts 
are at the irreducible minimum consis- 
tent with our National security, there- 
fore, 
“BE IT RESOLVED, that the Presi-

General Balbo Given Sendof 


Chicago, Ill.—Escorted to the shore 
of Lake Michigan by a troop of the 14th 
Cavalry and given a final salute by Maj 
Gen. Frank Parker, commanding the 
Sixth Corps Area, and Regular Army 
troops stationed at A Century of Prog. 
ress, General Italo Balbo and his Ita). 
lan overseas flying squadron concluded 
their visit to Chicago on July 19. The 
overseas fliers took to the air at Chicago 
for New York with airplanes from Self. 
ridge Field, Mich., acting as escort. Gen- 
eral Parker in an Army plane circled 
over the seaplanes as they rested on 
Lake Michigan just before the hour of 
departure, then circled General Balbo’s 
plane and dropped a message of farewell] 
to the Italian fiiers on General Balbo’s 
ship. General Parker flew with the yis. 
itors past Toledo, Ohio, and then, near 
Lake Erie, gave a final salute to General 
Balbo’s plane and dropped out of the 
formation to fly back to Chicago. 

General Balbo’s last day in Chicago 
was given over almost entirely to the 
Army and Navy. Rear Adm. Wat T. 
Cluverius, commanding the Great Lakes 
Naval Training Station, entertained the 
aviators at luncheon in Chicago on Tues- 
day, July 18. General Parker being 
among the guests. 

Following the luncheon the aviators 
in automobiles were escorted up Michi- 
gan avenue, Chicago, by Regular Army 
Cavalry from A Century of Progress, 
As the cavalry escort withdrew the auto- 
mobiles proceeded to Ft. Sheridan, Il, 
where General Parker had arranged an 
elaborate program. Ft. Sheridan had 
more than 10,000 spectators for the re- 
view given by the garrison in honor of 
the aviators. The troops, commanded 
by Maj. David E. Falk, made an impres- 
sive showing. 

In the reviewing line with General 
Parker were General Balbo and his of- 
ficers.

Cemeteries Stay Under Army 

Acquainted with the difficulties which 
would have arisen with the national 
cemeteries transferred to the Interior 
Department, President Roosevelt has 
rescinded that part of the reorganization 
order which takes the cemeteries from 
the jurisdiction of the War Department. 

Transfer of the national military 
parks from the War Department to the 
Department of Interior directed under 
the same executive order will go through 
on Aug. 10 as planned. 

Acting under authority granted him by 
Congress, the President on June 10 is- 
sued an executive order transferring and 
consolidating numerous agencies of the 
Government. By the terms of the law, 
the order will become effective 60 days 
from the date transmitted to Congress 
if not negatived by that body sooner. 
Since the issuance of the order, how- 
ever, the Chief Executive has been in- 
formed of the tremendous administrative 
difficulties in the way of the shift of the 
cemeteries from War Department juris- 
diction, and has determined to keep them 
under the latter agency. 

It was pointed out that the only rec- 
ords of who is entitled to burial in the 
cemeteries is contained in the files of the 
Adjutant General's Office, that orders for 
military escorts must come from the War 
Department, that transportation of 
bodies to the United States from foreign 
station is under the direction of the 
Army, and in opposition to the change. 

It was stated at the Office of the Quar- 
termaster General that the transfer of 
the national military parks to the In- 
terior Department will effect only civil- 
ian employees, who will be taken over 
by the Interior. All military personnel 
having to do with the parks are at pres- 
ent doing this in addition to other duties 
and the shift will release no one for 
other duties.

Services Enter Balloon Race 

Admiral William H. Standley, USN, 
Chief of Naval Operations, has accepted 
the National Aeronautic Association's in- 
vitation for the Navy to participate in 
the International Balloon Race scheduled 
to take place in Chicago, September 1-4, 
Lt. Comdr. T. G. W. Settle, USN. winner 
of the Gordon Bennett Cup in the Inter- 
national Balloon Race of 1932, will be 
the Navy's representative. 

The Army Air Corps will also enter 
one balloon in the International Balloon 
Race. Ist Lt. Wilfred J. Paul, pilot, of 
Langley Field, Va., and Master Sergeant 
Joseph H. Bishop, Aide, of Scott Field, 
Iil.. were designated by the Chief of Air 
Corps as the team to represent the Army 
in this international contest. 

According to the National Aeronautic 
Association, invitations were extended to 
the Army, Navy and to the Goodyear 
Company. of Akron, Ohio, to enter a 
team each, also that Germany, France. 
Poland and Belgium have indicated their 
intention to enter balloons in this his- 
toric contest. 

The Army team of Lt. Paul and Mas- 
ter Sergeant Bishop won the National 
Elimination Balloon Race, which started 
on May 30 of last year from Omaha, 
Nebraska, by remaining aloft 26 hours 
and 46 minutes, landing at 1:00 a. m.. 
June 1. at a point 13 miles north of Hat- 
ton, Saskatchewan, Canada. approxi- 
mately 901 miles north and west of 
Omaha. 


CCC “Side Camps” Established 

Experiv ental “side camps” will be 
operated in the Civilian Conservation 
Corps, with groups of twenty forestry 
workers detached from the main body, 
as a means of carrying out such tech- 
nical activities as construction of fire 
breaks, extension of trails, installation 
of fire lookouts, and other projects re- 
quiring the men to travel some distance 
from their base camp. This will make 
unnecessary the nightly return of the 
workers to the main camp. 

An announcement from Second Corps 
Area headquarters on Governors Island 
said Mr. Robert Fechner, director of 
Emergency Conservation Work, had al 
proved the experiment. The men are to 
remain in the field only for the five-day 
work week, returning to spend Saturday 
and Sunday in the central camp. For- 
estry experts will accompany them [to 
the “side camps.” If found satisfactory 
after a week's trial, the plan may be 
expanded.

in itself a Subject worthy of a separate 
paper. —— 

In the early days of the Civil War 
it sometimes required from one to two 
jays to Clear the battlefield of the 
wounded, and many died from exposure 
and neglect. For the first two years 
the Medical Department could do but 
little because there was no adequate ma- 
chinery for evacuation of the sick and 
wounded. There was no sufficient ar- 
rangement for hospitalization, and con; 
sequently no possible scheme for supply 
distribution. 

In the light of present day knowledge 
it seems incomprehensible, but it is a 
fact that. line officers very persistently 
and bitterly fought the establishment of 
a general scheme for the evacuation, 
jospitalization and care of the sick and 
wounded, combined with a supply sys- 
tem which should function immediately 
under the direction of the Medical De- 
partment. Maj. Jonathan Letterman, a 
Mexican War veteran, Medical Director 
of the Army of the Potomac in 1862, 
was authorized by General McClellan to 
proceed with such a scheme, and the 
story of what happened is one of the 
brightest pages in military medical his- 
tory. Onee properly established it was 
inevitable that such organization should 
become general. During the period of 
the Civil War there were 1,057,423 cases 
of sick and wounded treated in general 
hospitals, and a considerable number in 
regimental and post hospitals also. The 
standard of material, supply and equip- 
ment for the first time in the history 
of wars became something to be com- 
mended. Thousands of lives were saved, 
and an infinite amount of suffering was 
prevented. In this war for the first 
time we used the stethoscope, quinine, 
und morphine and strychnine. <A few 
surgeons had their own clinical ther- 
mometers and hypodermic syringes, but 
they were not furnished by the Govern- 
Ambulances and litters and field 
beds were also developed. One of the 
greatest advances which came out of 
the Civil War was that embraced in the 
supply and the care of the sick and 
the wounded, not perfect but far su- 
perior to anything in the past. During 
the Civil War the Medical Department 
expenditures amounted to over $47,000,- 
i) 


ment. 


Spanish American War 

The Spanish American War was the 
most successful school of instruction the 
Army and its Medical Department ever 
attended. We were not ready, and 
things did not go so well, but we came 
out of it realizing our deficiencies, and 
started to work on all phases of the 
many problems which could now be com- 
prehended in the light of our increased 
scientific knowledge of the causes of 
(disease and methods of sanitation. The 
question of equipment was studied from 
every point of view. The Supply Table 
Was revised to include about 2,000 items, 
hew and more suitable equipment was 
devised for all units. The equipment 
for several divisions and a number of 
Ambulance Companies and Field Hos- 
pitals and other organizations was pur- 
chased and held in reserve. There were 
organized by medical officers detailed 
with the Red Cross a number of Base 
Hospitals. Ambulance Companies and 
Sanitary Detachments among the leading 
physicians and surgeons of the country. 
Equipment was seevred for them along 
the lines which haé been devised. When 
the World War came they were turned 
over to the Army and militarized. The 
Medical Department of the Army was 
thus able to enter the war with the nu- 
cleus of a well organized machine. The 
results are well known, and to them we 
“point with pride.” 

We often hear the expression, “mech- 
anized army.” The Medical Department 
IS also developing rapidly in that direc- 
tion. Today the medical and surgical 
armamentarium is at least double in 
complexity, if not in quantity, that in 
existence at the beginning of the World 
War. It involves numerous new drugs 
and chemicals and new types of hospi- 
tal and physical apparatus; new opera- 
tions, new diagnostic methods and new 
‘nd complicated laboratory procedures 
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requiring new instruments and appara- 
tus; the x-ray machine of ten years ago 
is out of date today, and that of today 
will be out of date in another ten years; 
dental instruments and apparatus and 
practice are changing constantly. This 
is also true with our efficient veterinary 
service; hospital furniture and equip- 
ment are always improving! new indi- 
vidual and field unit equipment has been 
designed and is now being assembled; 
then there is required a familiarity with 
all the standard and non-technical items 
which go to make up Medical Depart- 
ment equipment. Furthermore, a knowl- 
edge of depot. administration and of pur- 
chase, storage and issue is most neces- 
sary. 

Within the Medical Department there 
is a section of picked medical officers 
who have been chosen upon the basis of 
individual capability, and upon whose 
shoulders rests one of the greatest re- 
sponsibilities of the Medical Department. 
To them has been entrusted under the 
established military supervision the so- 
lution of our various supply problems. 
This includes the preparation of plans 
which in time ef great emergency will 
furnish a trained organization for sup- 
plying the equipment and the instru- 
ments and armamentarium of the physi- 
cian, the surgeon, the various medical 
specialists, the dentists, the veterina- 
rians and the Medical Department en- 
listed men within the limits circum- 
scribed by military necessities. It will 
also be their responsibility to see that 
these supplies and equipment are prop- 
erly prepared and in keeping with the 
most modern requirements of the profes- 
sion. A well supplied Medical Depart- 
ment means that efficient medical care 
will be provided, and by which the whole 
Army will profit. The effect of this on 
the morale of the Army in both peace 
and war is incalculable.

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National Guard Drills 

Maj. Gen. George E. Leach, Chief of 
the National Guard Bureau, War De- 
partment, is informing the Adjutants 
General of the various states on the 
limitation of National Guard Armory 
drills as directed by the Secretary of 
War. Under the authorization issued 
there will be only 36 federally paid ar- 
mory drills. 

In the limitations placed on the War 
Department expenditures by the Budget 
Director, the National Guard funds also 
suffered a cut. Their usual federal ap- 
propriation is approximately $33,000,000 
annually, but for this fiscal year the 
National Guard will be expected to get 
along on approximately $24,000,000 and 
this cut in funds has brought about the 
limitation in paid Armory drills. 

In his letter of instruction General 
Leach wrote: “The Secretary of War 
directs that you be informed that the 
number of Federal pay drills to be held 
during the fiscal year 1934, will be 
limited as foliows: 

“a. During the Ist and 2nd Quarters 
(July 1 to December 31, 1933, inclusive) 
not to exceed 16 Federal Pay drills. 

“b. During the 3rd Quarter (January 
1 to March 31, 1934, inclusive) not to ex- 
ceed 8S Federal Pay Drills in addition to 
any part of the 16 drills not held in the 
Ist and 2nd quarters. 

“ce. During the 4th Quarter (April 1 
to June 30, 1934, inclusive) 12 Federal 
Pay drills and no more, will be held. 

“d. In no event will the number of 
drills for which payment is made from 
Federal funds exceed eight (8) in any 
one month or thirty-six (36) during the 
Fiscal year for any organization of the 
National Guard.”

Financial Digest 

The Federal Reserve Board’s condition 
statement of weekly reporting member 
banks in 90 leading cities on July 19 
shows increases for the week of $22,- 
000,000 in loans and investments, $26,- 
000,000 in time deposits and $12,000,000 
in reserve balances with Federal reserve 
banks, and a decrease of $47,000,000 in 
net demand deposits. 

Loans on securities declined $26,000,- 
000 at reporting member banks in the 
New York district and $10,000,000 at all 
reporting member banks, and increased 
$15,000,000 in the Chicago district. “All 
other” loans increased $14,000,000 in tne 
Boston district, $11,000,000 in the Chi- 
eago district, $7,000,000 in the Minne- 
apolis district and $22,000,000 at all re- 
porting banks, and declined $15,000,000 
in the New York district. 

Holdings of United States Government 
securities increased $22,000,000 in the 
Boston district, $8,000,000 in the St. 
Louis district, $5,000,000 each in the Dal- 
las and San Francisco districts and $14,- 
000,000 at all reporting member banks, 
and declined $22,000,000 in the New York 


district and $19,000,000 in the Chicago 
district. Holdings of other securities 


declined $9,000,000 in the Chicago dis- 
trict, $6,000,000 in the New York district 
and $4,000,000 at all reporting banks. 

Borrowings of weekly reporting mem- 
ber banks from Federal reserve banks 
aggregated $22,000,000 on July 19, the 
principal change for the week being a 
decrease of $4,000,000 at the Federal Re. 
serve Bank of New York. 

Licensed member banks formerly in- 
cluded in the condition statement of 
member banks in 101 leading cities, but 
not now included in the weekly state- 
ment, had total loans and investments 
of $812,000,000 and net demand, time 
and Government deposits of $808,000,000 
on July 19, compared with $811,000,000 
and $S807,000,000, respectively, on July 12. 





Favors Air Development 

Use of $120,000,000 of public works 
funds for military aviation and modern- 
ization of ground forces is advocated by 
Representative John J. MeSwain, chair- 
man of the House Committee on Military 
Affairs. 

The visit of the Italian armada under 
General Balbo is stressed by Represen- 
tative McSwain as showing the need for 
building up our air forces. He advocates 
a separate department of aviation, in the 
following article, which was written for 
Universal Service: 

“The visit of General Balbo and his 
associates not only arouses my admira- 
tion but provokes some thinking. 

“No round-the-world trip of any war- 
ship or fleet has ever impressed the peo- 
ple of the whole world as this spectacu- 
lar flight of 24 planes. 

“They perhaps $10,000,000, the 
minimum cost of a cruiser. America, 
the home of aviation, should not ignore 
the lesson. Undoubtedly we are neglect- 
ing aviation. We are starving our man- 
ufacturers, we are neglecting our per- 
sonnel and deliberately refusing to or- 
ganize our forces. None is so blind as 
he who will not see. 

“A separate department of aviation in 
command of all our military air activ- 
ities and training is the answer. 

“I favor the use of $120,000.000 of the 
appropriation for public works to be 
devoted to aviation and modernization 
of our ground forces. 

“Doubtless the Italians and the rest of 
the world wonder why America lags be- 
hind. This is the machine age and na- 
tions will fight with machines in the fu- 
ture. 

“Unless we build machines in peace 
and train with them, then preparedness 
with us is a mere name and sentiment, 
and not a fact. 

“France with 4.000 planes, Italy with 
2.500, England with 3.000, Russia with 
2.000—where would we be with our force 
of 2,400 planes, half of them unfit for 
combat in war. 

“We have 12,000 miles of frontier, 
every inch of which is an entry port for 
invading air fleets. We must have 


cost 





enough heavier-than-air and enough 
lighter-than-air forces to patrol and de- 
fend every inch of this 12,000 miles. 

“Ships cannot attack at any point. 
They must enter ports effectively to land 
troops. But there are not entry ports 
for airplanes.” 


Racket Near CCC Camp 
Baltimore, Md.—A _ general warning 
against a new form of “racket,” which 
made its appearance in a community ad- 
jacent to one of the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps work camps in Pennsylvania 
was issued this week at Third Corps 
Area headquarters to all supervisors and 
camp commanders in the corps area. 
The particular fraud consisted in a 
stranger posing having been dis- 
charged from the camp by reason of 
poor health and soliciting contributions 
for transportation to his home. To lend 
impressiveness to his story, the stranger 
is said to have displayed to any who 
would stop to read a letter purporting 
to have been written and signed by two 
officers of the camp commending the 
bearer to the sympathy of the reader and 
explaining that the government could 
not provide him with transportation. 
Not until he is said to have obtained 
about $80 from sympathetic residents 
of the community did information reach 
the camp of the stranger's activity. Civil 
authorities were at once notified, and an 
effort was made to apprehend the man, 
but he succeeded in making his escape. 
The public is advised that all men who 
are discharged from a work camp for 
any cause are provided transportation to 
their home, and under no circumstances 
is begging or soliciting countenanced.

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The actual loss in authorized pay, over 
and beyond the specified 150, is un- 
equally borne within the various grades 
and those who can least afford it are 
most adversely affected. Of the 8388 
officers denied advancement to higher 
pay periods, none are above Lieutenant 
Colonel and 501 are poorly paid Lieu- 
tenants. Of the 250 others who will be 
denied pay increases account of promo- 
tion, 206 are Captains and Lieutenants. 
Of the other 4,310 who will be denied 
the smatler increases for longevity, 3,304 
are Captains and Lieutenants. Of the 
entire amount of pay lost by the opera- 
tion of the pay freeze clause Captains 
and Lieutenants alone stand 74%, which 
sum is supervised upon the 150, already 
lost.

Allowance Order Issued 

President Roosevelt on July 25 issued 
an executive order fixing the rental and 
subsistence allowances for officers of the 
armed services for the year ending June 
30, 1934. The present rate of 51 cents 
per day subsistence and $17 per room 
rental is continued. 

This order fixes the allowance rate for 
the whole year and will continue the 15 
per cent cut until June 30, 1934, regard- 
less of whether the cut in pay is modified 
on Jan. 1, 1934.

To Delay Consolidation 


Finding the consolidation of procure- 


ment and disbursing facilities of the 
Government a task requiring lengthy 
study and consideration, the Treasury 


Department plans to ask the President 
to delay the effective date of the merger 
for several months, it is understood. 

Under the terms of the executive order 
issued June 10, all procurement activi- 
ties of the Government are to be con- 
solidated under a “Director of Procure- 
ment” and all disbursing activities are 
to be merged under a “Chief Disbursing 
Officer.” both within the Treasury De- 
partment. This order will be effective 
Aug. 10, unless delayed by presidential 
decree, and the officials of the Treasury 
Department are by no means ready to 
carry through the consolidation. 

Plans have been formulated in the Di- 
vision of Accounts of the Treasury pro- 
viding for the appointment of a com- 
mittee of fiscal agents of Governments to 
meet and work out the problem of con- 
solidation of disbursements. Mr. Maurice 
Collins, of the Veterans Bureau will be 
named chairman of this committee and 
representatives of the War and Navy 
Departments will be designated by Sec- 
retary Dern and Secretary Swanson. 

Progress in plans for procurement con- 
solidation has been held up due to the ill- 
ness of Mr. Shepherd, assistant to Assis- 
tant Secretary of the Treasury Roberts, 
who has been handling the matter. 








Navy Flight Pay Stand 
The Navy has decided to stand by the 
position taken on flight pay last spring 


in submitting a recommendation to 
President Roosevelt. 
The Navy recommendation of last 


spring made by a board headed by Rear 
Adm. Alfred W. Johnson and endorsed 
by Secretary Swanson, was to the effect 
that no reduction in flight pay should be 
made but if circumstances made a cut 
necessary then no action should be taken 
which will limit flight pay for any offi- 
cer to that provided under existing law 
for uny commander or lieutenant colonel. 

Meeting July 24 with representatives 
of the Army Air Corps to make the joint 
study directed by the President to aid 


him in carrying out the authority to 
change existing rates of flight pay 
granted by Congress last year, Rear 


Adm. Ernest J. King, USN, Chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics, disclosed that 
the Navy Department intended to stand 
by the position taken last May when the 
question was before Congress. 

Maj. Gen. Benjamin Foulois, Chief of 
the Army Air Corps, who has been desig- 
nated by Secretary of War Dern to rep- 
resent the Army in the joint study of 
flight pay, decided that the question of 
the Army’s position would have to be 
given consideration and the meeting was 
adjourned. Under the direction of Brig. 
Gen. Oscar Westover, Assistant Chief of 
Air Corps, the study is now being car- 
ried on in the Office of the Chief of Air 
Corps. 

When this is completed the two services 
will get together again and work out a 
joint recommendation to be presented to 
the President. 

Present at the conference between the 
two services July 24 were General Fou- 
lois, Admiral King, General Westover, 
Lt. Col. James E. Chaney, AC. USA, and 
Comdr. Robert R. Paunack, USN. 

The naval officers took the stand at 
the conference that as the matter of 
flight pay had been formally considered 
and an official stand taken so recently, 
there would be no point in giving con- 
sideration to the question again, unless 
the views of the War Department dif- 
fered. 

The report of the Johnson Board con- 
cluded: 

“ * * * and after thorough considera- 
tion of all aspects of the subject of flight 
pay, the Board considers that the pres- 
ent system of compensation is just and 
proper, and that the reduction of 15 per- 
eent in flight pay of all aviators, now in 
effect. should not be exceeded. 

“However, in view of the present atti- 
tude of Congress toward the existing rate 
of flight pay. chiefly with respect to that 
to which senior officers are entitled, and. 
in view of the consequent effect on the 
entire commissioned personnel of naval 
aviation of the uncertainty created by 
continued legislative and other propo- 
sals, the Board recommends modifica- 
tion of present flight-pay provisions, but 
considers that no action should be taken 
which will limit flight pay for any officer 
to any lesser amount than that provided 
under existing law for any commander 
(or lieutenant colonel).* * *” 

Secretary Swanson in forwarding the 
report to Congress, declared: 

“T recommend, however, that action on 
this subject be held in abeyance for the 
present. The whole scale of Navy pay is 
in need of revision in many respects. 
This, together with the reduction of 15 
percent already in effect for aviation 
flight pay, would appear to make it more 
satisfactory in the long run to make the 
flight-pay problem a part of a major re- 
vision of all pay schedules. 

“T am inclined to feel that aviation 
flight pay, in the course of any such gen- 
eral revision, should retain some ratio to 
other pay for various grades, and should 
have an upper limit similar to that 
recommended by the Board. 

“If the subject is to be handled sepa- 
rately at the present time, I agree, as I 
has indicated, with the Board.”

not at all unlikely that that figure would 
be granted. General MacArthur is now 
devoting attention to this subcommittee, 

The news that the President is consid- 
ering a regroupment of the Army has 
aroused a great deal of comment in 
Army circles. It is known that no rec- 
ommendations of this character have 
been made by the Chief of Staff. It is 
possible the suggestion was advanced by 
General Johnson, Industrial Recovery 
Administrator, who is known to favor 
consolidations, and by Budget Director 
Douglas, who scents saving in the closure 
of posts and stations. It is manifestly 
important for National Defense that no 
policy of this kind should be adopted 
without careful study by the Chief of 
Staff. To have orders issued by the 
President without the benefit of a care- 
ful study might result in dispositions of 
the Army which would injure its effec- 
tiveness in the discharge of its missions. 
At the present time it may be stated em- 
phatically that the original housing pro- 
gram presented has not been altered in 
the slightest respect and contemplates 
provision for the present Army group- 
ment. 

It is significant that General MacAr- 
thur did not seek attendance upon the 
sourd at its meeting on Thursday but 
was invited to be present to discuss the 
Army needs. This indicates that the 
President told Secretary Ickes that he 
wanted concessions made in respect of 
the program originally submitted by See- 
retary Dern. There are reports that the 
President is disposed to grant some 
funds for motorization and mechaniza- 
tion, but no decision is expected until 
after the collapse of the Geneva Dis- 
armament Conference. That Conference 
will reassemble in the fall. In view of 
the failure of the London Economie Con- 
ference. it is not believed the negotia- 
tions regarding disarmament will be con- 
sidered of further profit. Once this con- 
ference has recessed again or finally ad- 
journed, doubtless the motorization and 
mechanization program will be author- 
ized.
